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IBensalem Eyes $200,000 Track Tax

Bensalem Township has high 
hopes 
of 
getting 
a 
whopping 
$200,000 in amusement taxes from 
tho Liberty Bell Harness Racing 
track after it goes into operation 
next year. 


This was revealed last night by 
Roy K. Green, chairman of the 
township 
supervisors. 
He 
said 
that the tax money would come 
from the Bucks County Racing 
Association which intends to lease 


the track. More than one-third of 
the plant will be located in Ben­ 
salem. The oval itself will be in 
Philadelphia. 


Half of the sum would go to the 
township school board and half 
to 
the 
municipal 
government. 
Green said that $100,000 in income 
would account for one-quarter of 
the municipal budget. 
Average Dally Gate 
Green said his estim ate was 
based on daily gate receipts of 
$40,000 over a 50-day racing sea­ 


son, 
He figured 
this from an 
average daily gate of 20,000 per­ 
sons each paying a $2 entrance 
fee. 


The chairm an indicated that the 
township’s claim to the am use­ 
ment tax would probably result in 
legal entanglements. 


Questions of whether Bensalem 
would be entitled to the revenue 
if the entrances to the track were 
located on the Philadelphia side 
of the Bucks County line will 
come up. he said. 


“What we’ll need is a good law­ 
yer,” Green said last nignt.

Not Approached 
Green said that although con­ 
struction has already started on 
the Philadelphia side, no track 
official has yet approached the 
township. 
There are more than 200 acres 
of rural land on the Bensalem 


side that will have to be rezoned, 
Green said,

parking facilities on the Bucks 
County side. Bensalem Township 
would be entitled to real estate 
revenue from these facilities
